Question I:

producing more and selling more 
than the> are buying. 
As soon as 
the 
community 
produces 
more 
than it consumes, every store is 
rented. 
Question 2: Why are good peo­ 
ple out of work at tim es? 
Be­ 
cause these people have not been 
trained to produce or render, m ore 
than one 
(service. 
Perhaps too 
many coling people have been 
trained for white collar jobs. Per 
Inns there are too m any business 
offing and not enough factories, 
re vices, farm s or fisheries. P er­ 
haps those who are now’ employed 
do not take an Interest In their 
work; 
henca, they will not be 
m aking money for their employ­ 
ers. 
Sometimes I feel that grad­ 
a t e s who cannot get jobs should 
be returned to the schools and be 
properly trained. 
If we buy 
w asher or a vacuum cleaner or a 
TV set and it “does not m ake 
good" we can return it until it 
la 
satisfactory. 
W a 
should 
be 
able to do this with unsatisfac 
tory high school graduates! 
Question 3: W hy is it now diffi­ 
cult to borrow money from local 
banks? 
Because loo many clti- 
sens are sending money to New 
York to be put into stocks instead 
of investing it 
at home. 
This 
m ight have been a wise thing to 
do in the 1930s when stocks were 
selling so low; but It is not the 
thing to do today. For those Inly­ 
ing stocks now there is more risk 
of a loss than chance for a profit 
If we would keep the money ^t 
home the hank* would have plen­ 
ty to loan. 
Question 6: Is your community 
being h urt by a new shopping 
ren ter? 
There is no use of m er­ 
chants 
griping 
or 
complaining 
shout new shopping centers. Price 
rutting on the p art of local re­ 
tailers will not solve the problem 
Free parking is the greatest at­ 
traction of shopping center*. The 
hest way to com pete w ith them 
therefore, is for local towns and 
eitie* to supply more free park 
Ing closer to their retail store*. 
I would not attempt to operate a 
retail store unless it ara* close 
to a free parking lot. 
Ako, the 
m ore com petition a com m unity 
ha* from a shopping center, the 
mort th a t community must pro­ 
duce from Ha factories, farms, 
services or fisheries. 
Question St Why are local taxes 
•o high? 
First, let ma say that 
the taxes of moat communities 
have not gone up any mort than 
have wage* or opmmodities. Most 
town and city governments are do­ 
ing the best they can to keep 
taxes down; but they cannot buck 
the tide of population and th# de­ 
mand for conveniences. As young 
people move into a community and 
have children, usually only the 
father i* a producer. Children are 
an asset to th# community, if 
they will remain In the eommun 
tty 
as 
workers and 
producers 
after graduation. 
Otherwise, the 
com m unity has been put to great 
expense to educate them and has 
relived little In return. 
Cities 
to which these young peopl* go 
for 
work 
after 
graduation—or 
the voting people themselves—will 
some day he compelled to send 
money hack to the city which 
educated them.

Young People Remaining in Home 
Communities Needed, States Babson 


Roger W. Babson, outstanding 
economist, who ic a regular write) 
for columns of The Herald, dis­ 
cusses 
making our communities 
more prosperous 
in this week s re­ 
lease : 
Several weeks 
ago many towns 
and 
cities 
held 
high school grad ­ 
uations. 
These 
young people of 
Babson 
ours were taught 
tho answ ers to almost every ques- 
1 ton except the economies of the 
place in which they live. 
T here­ 
fore, let mc this week answ er six 
questions on this subject. 
Q uestion I: 
Why do we find 
em pty 
stores 
on 
our 
business 
tfronts? 
Because more money is 
going out of the community than 
is coming into it. 
This can be 
corrected only by the 
citizens 
producing more and selling m ore 
than the.\ am buying. 
As soon as 
the 
community 
produces 
more 
than it consumes, every store is 
tented. 
Q uestion 2: Why are good peo­ 
ple o!it of work at tim es? 
Be­ 
cause these people have not been 
trained to produce or render m ore 
than 
one 
service. 
Perhaps 
too 
many '\oune people have been 
trained for white collar jobs. Per. 
b ars there are too many business 
nffiees and not enough factories, 
re i-ices, farms or fisheries 
P e r­ 
haps those who are now employed 
do not take an interest in th eir 
w ork; 
bene**, they Will Pnt 
be 
making money for their employ­ 
ers. 
Sometime* I feel th at grad­ 
a t e s who cannot get jobs should 
ba returned to the schools and be 
properly trained. 
If we buy a 
w asher or a vacuum cleaner or a 
TV «et 
end it "doe* not m ake 
good-’ we ran return it until it 
I* 
satisfactory. 
We should 
be 
able to do this with unsatisfac­ 
tory high school graduates! 
Q uestion 3: Why is it now diffi­ 
cult to borrow money from local 
banks? 
Because too m any citi­ 
zens are sending money to New 
York to he put into stocks instead 
of investing it 
at home. 
This 
m ight have been a wise thing to 
do in the 1930s when stocks w ere 
selling so low; but it is not th e 
thing to do today. For those buy­ 
ing stocks now there is m ore risk 
of a loss than chance for a profit 
If w e would keep the m oney ^t 
hom e the banks would have plen 
ty to loan. 
Question 6: Is your com m unity 
being h u rt by a new shopping 
cepter? 
There is no use of m er­ 
chants 
griping 
or 
com plaining 
shout new shopping centers. Price 
cutting on the part of local re­ 
ta ile r will not solve the problem . 
Free parking is the greatest at­ 
traction of shopping centers. The 
hest way to compete w ith them, 
therefore, is for local towns and 
cities to supply more free park­ 
ing closer to their retail stores. 
I would not attem pt to operate a 
retail 
store unless It was close 
to a free parking lot. 
Also, the 
more competition a community 
has from a shopping center, the 
more th a t community m ust pro­ 
duce from Its factories, farms, 
•ervices or fisheries. 
Question St Why are local taxes 
to high? 
First, let me say that 
the taxes of most communities 
have not gone up any more than 
have wages or opmmodities. Most 
town and city governments are do­ 
ing the best they can to keep 
taxes down; but they cannot buck 
the tide of population and the de­ 
mand for conveniences. As young 
people move into a community and 
have children, usually only the 
fath er is a producer. Children are 
an asset to the community, if 
they will remain In the commun­ 
ity 
a«. 
workers 
and 
producers 
after graduation. 
Otherwise, the 
com m unity has been put to great 
expense to educate them and has 
received little in return. 
Cities 
to which these young people go 
for 
w ork 
after 
graduation—or 
the young people themselves—will 
some day bo compelled to send 
money hark to the city which 
educated them. 
Question 6: Do you believe in 
turnpike 
bonds? 
The 
sim plest 
method 
of avoiding federal and 
state taxes }* to buy turnpike 
honda. 
Issues carrying 3H 
per 
cent coupons can now be p u r­ 
chased 
in the 70s and 80s and 


should be perfectly safe and flee 
from all federal and state taxes. 
The only way I kndw to beat city 
taxes is to have a lot of children 
and get them a free education! 
However, the duty of paying for 
school', highways, fire and police 
protection should be preached by 
the newspapers, schools and even 
churches. 
M inisters m ight more 
often preach from the first eight 
verses of the fifteenth chapter of 
St. John and the first 30 verses 
of the twenty-fifth chapter of St. 
Matthew.
